Pleads for Arbitration. 


‘There is a department of the 
Federal Government created for 
the purpose of mediating and of 
bringing about a settlement of in- 
dustrial controversies upon a ra- 
tional, peaceful and modern-day 
basis. The workers in New Or- 
leans have offered to submit the 
whole controversy to arbitration 
and abide by the decision of an 
arbitration tribunal. They have, 
without reservation, agreed to 
submit all questions in dispftte to 
the Secretary of Labor for final 
decision and to abide by this de- 
cision, the street car corporation 
to resume operation pending the 
settlement by such arbitration tri- 
bunal. 


“In spite of this fair proposal on 
the part of the workers, the arbi- 
trary, powerful, public utility cor- 
poration at New Orleans sees fit to 
flaunt public opinion, to reject ar- 
bitration and to compel, by force 
of arms and unlimited money, sub- 
mission on the part of the worx- 
ers to their dictated terms.

Recalls Capture of Fort 
Jackson.

ng the last 87 of the 100 
of age Which Miss Mary 
Alter will attain next Sunday, 
has been a resident of St. 
ate The daughter of a steam- 
poat owner, Capt. William Alter, 
came here in 1842 from her 
pative Cincinnati, O., when the 
yississipp! River packet trade was 
in its heyday. 
ough Miss Alter has lost her 
nt and is nearly deaf, she is 
gtill active and, besides remember- 
ing events with clarity, she is able 


to aid her sister, Miss Lucille C. 
Alter, with whom she lives, in con- 
ducting the ordinary affairs of 
their home, an old _stone-front 
house at 3821 Delmar boulevard. 
The sister is 88 years old. 

“Until our father’s death in 
1854," the younger sister said, “he 
was always directly in charge of 
one of the two steamers he ran be- 
tween St. Louis and New Orleans.” 

She was unable to recall the 
names of all the steamboats Capt. 
Alter operated, but her sister read- 
ily named them: 

“They were the Saluda, Lexing- 
ton, Sampson, Omega and Inda. 
Sampson’s Point in the river near 
New Madrid, Mo., was named aft- 
er the Sampson because this boat 
burned there one night. The Sa- 
luda burned, too. It was tied up 
here in the winter and a cake of 
ice made a hole in it, causing it 
to list. The stoves in the cabins 
fell over and set it afire.” 


N ephew With Southern Forces. 


“We lived at Chouteau avenue 
and Thirteenth street in 1861 when 


——— 


the Germans took Camp Jackson,” 
Miss Lucille Alter continued. “Like 
everybody else, we called them the 
‘Hessians.’ Everyone was excited 
and.we went over to our sister’s 
house on Eleventh street between 
St. Charles and Locust. One of 
her sons, David Kingsland, had 
enlisted with the Southern troops 
in the camp, but he happened to 
be on leave at home at that time 
and wasn’t taken prisoner. 


“Our sister’s husband was Le 
Roy Kingsland Sr. Kingsland ave- 
nue was named after his brother, 
George. While the two of us were 
there at our sister’s house, with 
our brothers, James and John, the 
men took turns staying up all 
night for some time until things 
quieted down. Gen. Lyon declared 
martial law and they searched the 
house many times trying to find 
our guns.

‘The water thus 
neatly housed should te discharged 
for the use of the camper through 
a pipe passing through the wall. 
Open dug wells, particularly those 
with buckets, are no better than 
springs When the top of a well 
is open, or net tightly covered, the 
water may be contaminated by 
matter reaching it from the top 
and, without question, it frequent- 
ly is so contaminated. This may 
be through actions of individuals 
or from natural causes. 

If the water is drawn from the 
well by means of a bucket, each 
time the bucket is brought up the 
bottom of it is probably made 
dirty, and then that dirt is washed 
off into the water when the buck- 
et is again lowered. The dug well 
properly located may be protected 
by a water-tight raised platform 
with the ground surface around 
|'the platform graded away so that 
| waste water will be led away from 
the well. On top of the tight 
platform there should be a suit- 
able pump. The best type of smal] 
water supply is a driven or drilled 


‘| well, which is cased from the top 


of the ground to the water bearing 
strata or at least to the first lay:r 
of solid rock. To the top of the 
| casing the pump may be attached 
‘and about the casing and under 
‘the pump there may be built a 
!water-tight sloping platform.

The 
signals from the power detector of 
the set are fedintoa first push-pul 
stage of two 26-type tubes which, 
in turn, operate into two of the 50- 
type suger power tubes in push- 
pull. The amplifier is capable of 
supplying several dynamic speak- 
ers in addition to the one built 
into the receiver cabinet, its out- 
put being about 20 watts, Yet vol- 
ume can be turned down to any 
level desired. Incidentally, this /| 
particular set uses 12 tubes and is | 
so massively built that it weighs 
213 pounds. 

Another Sparton set, which has 
two audio stages with two 50-type | 
tubes in the last, gives an output | 
of 15 watts. This set, as well as) 
the one described above, is said to 
cover an audio range of 40 to 8000 | 
cycles, It weighs 173 pounds. 


Other Spartons use the 45-type 
tubes in push-pull audio with un- 
usual results in volume and tone 
range. 

All of these receivers have band 
pass selector tuning whereby the 
signal is completely selected and 
tuned before it reaches a tube. 
Thus the various functions of-a re- 
ceiver are separated. The signal 
is first tuned, then amplified in 
an R F amplifier that gives ay 
voltage gain of 22,000 at 500 kilo-| 
cycles and 8000 at 1500, then, 
passed through a power detector 
and, finally, put through an audio 
amplifier.

Harting, who was at the time in charge 
of the Russian police service, reported to the 
Russian police department that “the Brus- 
sels police were astonished at the consider- 
able influx of foreigners, and suspected ten 
men of anarchistic conspiracy.”

USSIA stands—so I wrote at the time

How to Farm in the Ozarks.

HAVE been reading a lot of “knocks”’ 


on the Ozarks, the poverty of the na- 
tives and the worthlessness of the soil for 
general farming, and wish to offer a few 


located on the southern slope of the Mis- 
sour! Ozarks. 

The quality of the soil on unimproved 
timber lands can be judged by the size 
of the timber, large red oak and hickory 
on flat ridges indicating fertile soil. 

This land, when timber is cut, wil! 
grow 40 to 60 bushels corn to the acre 
for one to three years, but if no humus 
or fertilizer is returned to the land con- 
tinual corn cropping for 10 or 15 years 
will reduce its productivity to a point 
where it will not grow anything. 

The majority of the natives follow this

A FEW BRIGHT SPOTS. 

In this day, when constitutional liberties are fast 
becoming obscured in the mists, it is pleasant to ob- 
serve a few bright spots. 

Justice Learned Hand of the United States Court 
of Appeals, for example, has laid down the principle 
that violation of the Volstead act is not necessarily 
moral turpitude, and therefore: is not sufficient rea- 
son for deporting Bernard Iorio, who had been con- 
victed on a liquor charge. “We cannot say that 
among the commonly accepted mores the sale or pos- 
session of liquor as yet occupies so grave a place,” 
he said in his opinion, “nor can we close our eyes 
to the fact that large numbers of persons, otherwise 
reputable, do not think so, rightly or wrongly.” 
Another cheering item is the California State Dis- 
trict Court of Appeals decision that Mr. and Mrs. 
E. R. Blancett have grounds’ for a damage suit 
against three of their neighbors, who engaged in a 
bit of snooping when they saw many trucks loading 


their church, and the trucks were bearing goods for 
relief of the poor. 

Two New York State troopers who stopped and 
searched an auto for liquor because the driver had a 
“real red and flushed face” were criticised by Fed- 
eral Judge Hazel for having committed a “shock- 
ing outrage.” Two Federal agents in Omaha like-| 
wise were roundly rebuked by Municipal Judge 
Holmes after they brutally beat a smaller man to 
arrest him because he had a mysterious bundle under 
his arm.

THE NOISY POLAR SILENCE. 

Articles written by members of the Byrd expedi- 
tion before their arrival in the Antarctic told of the 
silent land they expected to find, but it has been a 
different story since the party went into camp. at 
Little America. The polar regions in popular be- 
lief are places of dead silence, but the Byrd party 
has disproved that misconception. Just now the 
intense cold makes the snow and ice contract with 
sharp cracks and snaps, the bay ice booms like guns 
when fissures open suddenly and the high winds 
cause the taut wires of the radio antenna to hum 
sbrilly. Antarctic hurricanes sweep down and fill 
the air with a roar that drowns al! other sounds. 
Before winter began there was high-pitched screech- 
ing when the floes ground together and loud 
crashes caused by the toppling of huge icebergs. 

The experience of the Byrd party has been similar 
to that of other explorers. Shackleton’s men wrote 
often in their diaries: “Din, din, DIN!” and their 
nerves were set on edge by the continuous grinding 
and groaning of the ice. Stefansson says that the 
treeless plains of Dakota where he spent his boy- 
hood were far more silent than he ever found the

In the light 
of these experiences and tendencies the 
Soviet plan of distributing leisure is neither 
so fantastic nor so revolutionary as it seems 
at first glance. 


Whoever conceived this measure is 
little short of a genius, for it kills at 
least five big birds with one smal! stone. 
First, it will increase factory output 
20 yer cent. Second, it will provide jobs 
for workers eliminated by industria] 
“rationalization.” ‘Third, it will be a 
powerful weapon in the Soviet anti-reli- 
gious campaign against Sunday and 
church holidays. Fourth, it will give 
“more backward” countries like En- 
giand and Germany a new idea for their 
struggle against unemployment. Fi- 
nally. it will reduce overhead by the 
elimination of the weekly “letdown” 
both of machines and man-power. 


Of course the Soviet Government does 
not propose to sacrifice a single hour of the 
workers’ rest-time by this new plan. It 
will try to establish in place of Sunday and 
Saturday afternoon a stagger plan of leisure 
giving every worker one day and a half to 
two days of holiday every week. Ultimately 
it expects te make the five-day week uni- 
versal for the workers and the seven-day 
week universal for the machines.

HEATRICAL producers are de- 

reiving themselves—and deceiv- 

ng friends of the Legitimate 
Theater, as well—when they say 
road shows are coming back or that 
the legitimate show business will 
be restored to its former happy 
prosperity in this country. 

I’m not saying there will come a 
time when no more productions 
will be made. I am deep in my 
own productions and always ex- 
pect to be—but it is a question of 
the longest bank roll—sinking a 
fortune in one venture and at a 
scale of prices that only the larg- 
est cities can afford. 

In some respects, American pro- 
ducers are faced with what was 
learned in other countries years 
ago. In London, Paris and Berlin 
they never figure on taking their 
high-class productions outside of 
the metropolitan centers. The pro- 
vincial cities given over to 
small touring companies ae 
stock theaters.

UT the true reason of dying 

road shows can be charged to 

the theater managers as much 
as to moving pictures. Not so long 
ago I was threatened with a suit 
for damages because I announced 
publicly I would not play my at- 
tractions in a theater where rats 
were allowed free run of the place. 
How long would a movie theate: 
hold its crowds once the women 
and children’s feet were being nib 
bled at by poisonous vermin? 

Theatrical business began to di:

T is quite obvious, I suppose, 

that a sorg consists of words and 

music. And it is also quite ob- 
vious that tn speaking of a song 
as words and music we mention the 
words first. But I often wonder 
how @any singers stop to ASK 
themasfves why—whether if after 
all the music would not have take” 
some other form than a song if 
the words were not important to 
the meaning of the whole, and 
whether if as artists. they do not 
tail when they fail to bring out 
for thein audiences the meaning of 
every word they sing. 

It happens that I was taught that 
<o long ago that I always seem to 
have known it. Like so many of 
the other members of Municipa! 
Opera’s cast this year, I. too, began 
my career as a boy soprano. But 
with this difference: I was destined 
by my family for the ministry 

My father, a physician, came 
a family with two traditional — 
fessions—niedicine and the minis- 
try. And when I began to sing as 
a boy soprano in the’ Episcopal 
ehurch choir at Peekskill, N. Y. 
it was with the idea that the words 
I sang were the words of a ritu

“To my early human ancestors I 
Owe the reduction of my hitherto 
coarse muzzie and the first training 
of my tongue to apeak. 

“To my later human ancestors I 
owe the improvement of my forehead. 
the general refinement of my fea- 
tures and my rather weak jaw.”’ 

In studying the human face Dr 
Gregory, in accord with the Darwin- 
jan theory, finds the closest relation- 
ship to the various ape species. He 
writes: ‘The ears of the great an- 
thropoid apes, while highly variable 
in details, are substantially of the hu- 
man type, especially those of the g0- 
rilla. All have the rolled-over upper 
rim, but in the chimpanzee the hinder 
rim, according to Pocock, is ‘some- 
times flat, sometimes slightly over- 
folded but never apparently so over- 
folded as is typically the case in 
Homo. The lower lobe. varying in 
size, is not so well developed as in 
Man.’ On the whole the externa! ears 
of the gorilla and chimpanzee are re- 
markably human in appearance and. 
like sO many other features of an- 


thropoid anatomy, they are 
earmarks of man’s relatively close 
relationship to the primitive brachiat- 
ing (tree-living) ancestors. of the 
chimpanzee-gorilla stock. If man had 
been derived from some entirely dif- 
ferent stock of primates there is no 
assignable reason why he should re- 
sernble the gorilla and the chimpan- 
zee in sO many external and internal 
characters in spite of his widely dif- 
ferent habits and notwithstanding the 
millions of years that have passed 
since the human and gorilla-chim- 
panzee groups began to separate.”’

BERLIN. 
NE of the most im- 
portant finds in re- 
cent years touching 
on American Revo- 
lutionary history 
has just been made 
by Dr. Heinrich 
Glasmeier. The 
scholar made his 
discovery in the 
chapel storeroom of Castle Hueffe. 
Kreis Luebbecke, Westphalia, and he 
made it in a properly romantic man- 
ner—he held a candle while the treas- 
ure was brought forth in an oaken 

chest. 

This important historical find con- 
sists of letters written by the officers 
of those unfortunate mercenaries, the 
Hessians, who had gpne to America in 
the last quarter of the eighteenth cen- 
tury to help Howe and the brilliant 
Burgoyne give a sound drubbing to the 
upstart colonists. Not only do these 
missives, written, for the most part, 
to the Minister of War of Hesse-Cas- 
sel, General von Jungkenn, give factu- 
al evidence of an interesting nature, 
but they carry a wealth of that 
evanescent substance, atmosphere, 
without which history is pretty much 
of a conglomeration of data. 

The American who seems to have 
caught the fancy of the German offt- 
cers is quite as you might wish it; 
he is General Washington. Further- 
more, those who think he was a tinny 
saint, and that the biography recent- 
ly prepared by Mr. Rupert Hughes 
was unauthentic, will find Mr. Hughes 
vindicated in one particular, at least. 
General Washington was no teetotaler: 
one Hessian informs his superior that 
Washington has nothing to drink but 
rum and water. 


LL told, these letters number 
A p20: 600. They are written on 

handsome paper of the best 
quality, most of it gold-edged. The 
Hessian officers were largely of noble 
birth and they spared no expense on 
their stationery. Thanks to their 
generous dispositions, the letters have 
come down to us in almost perfect 
preservation. The tincture of gall used 
for ink in those days has browned but 
slightly and the Gothic script is as 
clear as though it had been penned 
yesterday. 

Besides the letters, Dr. Glasmeier 
discovered a packet of diaries. ships’ 
logs and calendars, all recording in 
minutest detail the movements of the 
troops and the comments of the 
officers. 

The first mention of Washington 
occurs in a letter written by an offi- 
cer named Bauermeister from “‘Broock- 
land vor New York,"’ and dated Sep- 
tember 2, 1776, wherein he records: 
“Generals Washington and Putnam 
are very favorably described by both 
friend and foe, but all their science of 
war will be futile when applied to the 
rabble of inexperienced conscripts 
of war with whom they have to deal. 
Both of the Adamses are fine intel- 
lects, and it was due to their influ-

After describing the richness of the 
fruits, Henkelmann writes: ‘But to 
the same degree that this part of the 
world is blessed by nature, just in the 
same degree are its inhabitants proud 
and lazy.

He writes: “All the de 
serters, who come very frequently to 
us, declare there is a lack of all kinds 
of clothing, and of salt, rum, cognac 
and wine. General Washington drinks 
nothing but rum and water at his ta 
ble. Nevertheless, I do not believe 
that we will have peace this year. As 
long as Congress can get up 1000 men 
it will make no peace.” 


HE complaint that the English 
are taking the war too lightly 
is heard again and again in the 
Hessian officers’ letters. Von Wurmb, 
in a letter dated Flushing, Long Island, 
January 7, 1779, writes: “The English 
flatter themselves that the Rebels are 
disagreeing among themselves, which 
is true enough, but not to a suffielent 
degree to make much difference. Gen- 
eral Lee, who was suspended for & 
year, is writing publicly agninst Wash- 
ington, and for this reason was chalk 
lenged to a duel by the adjutant of 
Washington, and was wounded. And 
four other officers have challenged 
him now. He had better retire or be 
will be massacred. 

“This race of Congressmen is an in 
famous one. If a man doesn’t abso 
lutely agree with them, they hang 
him. They hanged a good friend of 
mine in Philadelphia, a Mr. Johs 
Roberts, because he said that Com 
gress Was unjust to England, and that 
America had England to thank for 
everything she was.

The instructive Bauermeister, writ 
ing from New York on October 5, 
1783, reports: ‘General Washingtet 
is living like a hermit in the vieiaty 
of Princeton. Just as, in the general 
opinion, he bestowed dignity upon the 
American Army, it is certain that, 7 
hia residence near Princeton, he bas 
given the sinking Congress a certall 
degree of honor and respectability. i 
is a fact that in this time of lax ge 
ernment General Washington could 
attain anything he wished, even thé 
crown of North America. The will of 
the people is certainly favorable & 
it.

And today 
Timothy Hopkins, who has received 
none of the Hopkins fortune, lives in 
San Francisco as one of the hest 
known and most highly respected citli- 
zens, wealthy through his own efforis 
—left alone to fight the hundreds of 
claims that have been filed by anxious 
‘heirs’ in the beifef that he still holds 
the key to the Hopkins treasure box. 

Timothy Hopkins wes two and a 
half years of age when he was taken 
into the Hopkins home in Sacramento. 
He was one of a number of children 
of a very poor family. 

When old Mark died, the boy chose 
not to contest for a portion of the 
estate and when his foster mother 
died, after remarrying, none of her 
share of the Mark Hopkins riches was 
left to him. 

But, through hia association with 
Mark, he gained an opportunity with 
the Central Pacific, elevating himseif 
to the position of treasurer, and later 
became a high official of the South- 
ern Pacific. He has now retired and 
lives in comfort on an expansive es- 
tate on the San Francisco peninsula. 
the fruit of his own arduous labors. 


belleved the estate of his foster 

mother’s husband to be a matter 
of closed history. Then, to his amaze- 
ment, he was advised that a 
family in North Carolina had filed 
claim to a portion of it, though the 
widow of Mark Hopkins and the lat- 
ter's two brothers had long since died 
and their money had passed to lineal 
descendants. 

The North Carclinans had set up 
the claim that Mark Hopkins, a long- 
lost brother, had stolen a mule from

and that they had net heard of his 
good fortune in the West until nearly 
half a century after his demise. 

They charged that Moses Hopkins, 
who was executor of his brother's es- 
tate, had fraudulently omitted mention 
of the North Carolina brothers and 
sisters in settling the estate. And, 
though the courts, nearly 60 years be 
fore, had distributed the fortune of 
the man who died intestate, they 
produced a will, written illiterately on 
a scrap of brown paper, which named 
them all. 

The case created a fu- 
rore. Then, a day before 
it was set for trial, the 

attorneys represen t- 
ing the North Carolina 
family advised 
the court that 
they had been 
deceived and 
asked that 
the suit be 
dropped. 

Not long 
afterwards a 
suit in equity 
was brought 
in San Fran- 
cisco by a new 
group of 
claim anta. 
They asserted that they had witnesses 
who had seen, in San Francisco banks, 
envelopes holding securities worth 
$350,000,000 which were held in 
trust for Hopkins heirs whenever they 
should be located. The banks and 
Timothy Hopkins were named as de- 
fendants, but the Federal Court dis- 
missed the claims and the higher 
courts only recently affirmed that 
order. 


the $350,000,000 trust fund has 

spread like wildfire. Claims 
found their way to the San Francisco 
courts in droves. They came from 
men and women in every walk of life 
—men and women from the farms 
and from the cities. They came from 
men and women of various families 
of Hopkinses, some still bearing the 
name, others tracing it back to their 
descent. 

Timothy Hopkins estimates that 
close to a thousand claims were filed, 
only to be discredited soon after they 
had found their way into legal files. 
Lawyers in certain localities, particu- 
larly in Mississippi, Kentucky and 
New York, made rich fees charging 
clients anywhere from $50 to $3100 
each only to file their claims. 

“It's the result of one of the most 
amazing pieces of propaganda ever 
spread in America,’ says Timothy 
Hopkins of the whole myth of the 
Hopkins fortune. 

One man who actually believed him- 
self an heir produced a family tree 
and it was found that exactly 266 
years before his birth his line of 
lineage had converged with the lineage 
of Mark Hopkins. 

In another case, lawyers learned 
that the head of a group of North 
Carolina Hopkinses who lay claim to 
the ‘huge trust fund’’ came originally 
from Ireland while Mark Hopkins 
was of Puritan stock and Mis great- 
grandfather was the Rev. Samuei 
Hopkins, celebrated theologian, a min- 
ister of Newport, Rhode Island, who 
made a place for himself in history by 
hig fight against Negro slavery. 

In still another case a man who 
claimed to be a brother of Mark and 
‘‘Mose’”’ Hopkins of California actual- 
ly was related to Jobn Mosely and 
Jerome Marcus but he had come to 
know his kin as ““Mose’’ and ‘Mark.’ 

In sume states Hopkins associa- 
tions were formed by large groups of 
claimants who believed they might 
both save money and make more ef- 
fective legal battles by pooling their 
interests and fighting together for the 
great ‘‘trust fund.’ 

Even Timothy Hopkins, ironically 
enough, has been invited on numerous 
occasions to become a member of one 
or another “Hopkins Association’’ and 
to buy stock in the enterprises. How 
long it will be before the myth dies, 
Hopkins does not venture to say. Mut 
he hopes it will be soon.

Mrs. McKinney 
sent no money. She and her husband are people in modest but comfortable circumstances. 
“We don't set a great store on this,” Mrs. McKinney says. “But if anything is rightfully 
coming to us we want to get it. I can remember my father talking about Uncle Mark and my 
cousin tells me that there is a lot of money there. But if we don't get anything it won't make 
any real difference. I think that sometimes money is more bother than it’s worth.” 

Mrs. McKinney has several brothers and sisters who are also interested in the claim. One is 
Mrs. Emma Mann of Poplar Bluff, who has probably expended more actual effort to get a part 
of the Hopkins fortune than any of the others. Mrs. Mann, a widow, is in charge of the 
Detention Home for Children, on the outskirts of Poplar Bluff. With her daughter, Scella 
Jane, a high school girl, she runs the home, which houses from five to twenty children.

It was 
simply that a 
young woman, 
charming and vi- 
vacious in the 
Latin manner and 
with a profound- 
ly olive complex- 
ion, stepped from 
a stage and tacit- 
ly claimed pro- 
tection of the 
California con- 
vention that one’s 
was no- 
business 

San Francisco 
was, tm: fact, 
swarming with 
Frenchmen and 
more than one of 
the smaller cen- 
ters had a Latin 
quarter of notice- 
able proportions. 
At the same time that the political] 
commotions of 1848-52 were mak- 
ing voluntary exile attractive, the 
fabulous wealth and extray- 
agances of California were hold- 
ing out their lure to French cu- 
pidity. Frenchmen, and not in- 
frequently French women, ran the 
more exotic restaurants and wine- 
shops, the exceptionally exclusive 
gambling houses, the more suave 
houses of amusement. As wife or 
mistress, courtesan or overworked 
family daughter in some such es- 
tablishment, Eleonore Dumont 
more than probably had served 
her time observing Yankee gul- 
libilities, until her native shrewd- 
ness responded to the exhilarating 
unconventionalities of the local so- 
cial atmosphere with the inspira- 
tion to go out and make a stake 
of her own. Whether she desert- 
ed husband, parents, paramour or 
patron in her plunge for freedom 
and fortune remains her own busi- 
ness after seventy-three years. But

Nevada City, however, where

She was not affi- 
anced in advance 
to any of the min- 
ers, and she reject- 
ed all openings to 
become so within 
the first 24 hours. 
She stayed in her 
hotel, dressed in a 
slightly flamboyant 
manner as to jewels and de- 
collete, dining alone and locking 
her bedroom door each night like 


a lady. 
Then in a week the mystery 
was solved. ‘The Madame,” as 


the town was already calling her 
in tribute to her slightly exotic 
flavor and brisk little air of self- 
reliance, rented a small store 
room on Broad street and opened 
a game of vingt-et-un. 

The luckier and better-staked 
miners made a rush for her debut, 
first getting out the stove-pipe 
hats and dress clothes of solemn 
grandeur that had done duty at

This catastrophe, however, the 
Madame averted with magnificent 
tolerance. “Zhee  bhoyss,’’ she 
asserted with an enchanting cor- 
diality. were all her ‘“fr-r-r-rens.”’ 
In her little house, therefore, they 
were to do as they liked, Just as 
they did in the other gambling 
houses, or she would be triste, 
desolate, what you call broken at 
the heart. .There must be na 
rough conduct, knife-fights, eye- 
zougines, gunplays, to be sure. 
But Madame did not need to ask 
this, realized that all 
her guests were there to reapect 


her as a iady. 
B the first time in northern 
California history, that it 
was possible to be a perfect lady 
without being a Puritan, Madame 
herself sipped her portion of the 
opening night’s champagne treats 
gaily and rolled herself cigarette 
after cigarette with the coquetry, 
but scarcely the inexpertness, of 
an ambitious ingenue. Between 
games the proprietress 
among her guests with a persona! 
word of greeting for all, a bit of 
raillery here, a seductive pluck at 
the coat-sleeve there, a miracle 
of that astute general familiarity 
which women needing the pat- 
ronage of large groups of men 
use at once to charm them and to 
keep them at their distance. 

It was a technique in which a 
sophisticated Latin woman's gifts 
for innocently commercializing sex 
lure naturally shone at their best.

The fortunate young woman could 
have played twenty-four hours a 
day against emulous losers if na- 
ture would have sustained her. 

French commercial talent nat- 
urally saw that a really tremen- 
dous opportunity was being but 
fractionally utilized. Alone, the 
Madame could only play vingt-et- 
un with a small group that could 
play vingt-et-un at a time. But 
all these waiters-in-line, all these 
curious, all these impassioned 
spectators would play something 
profitable to the house if only the 
Madame had the facilities. It 
was, of course, impossible to es- 
tablish a house of women gamb- 
lers only. The Madame knew 
the social finesse required in that 
game and realized, as no doubt 
did the rest of Nevada City, that 
there was only one “Madame.”’ 
Very well, she would remain the 
proprietress and the lodestone of 
attraction while filling the resi 
of the house with  professtonal 
males. Her beloved friends and 
so easily charmed guests could 
thus be losing to somebody while 
awaiting the ecstatic pleasure of 
losing to her. 

Her choice for assistant re- 
ceiver of the patronage fell upon 
a young and charming but 
thoroughly experienced gambler 
named David Tobin. The youth 
was suave and presentable and 
added strong masculine gifts of 
cajolery to the Madame’s femi- 
nine ones. 


E HAD, apparently, by rec- 
HH octions surviving down to 

a few years ago, the com- 
bined manner of the ingratiating 
salesman, the perfect sportsman 
and the club entertainer. He took 
up his quarters in the outer cham- 
bers of Madame’s enlarged estab- 
lishment, and there dispensed, 
with a growing corps of assist- 
ants, such amusements as faro, 
keno and poker. The Madame’s 
Vingt-et-un and chuck-a-luck op- 
erations further within became a 
Sanctuary for house favorites, the 
larger spenders and for the for- 
tunate few who had braved the 
astute David's games to their 
profit. 

These happy conditions con- 
tinued throughout -1855 until! 
there occurred one of those tragic 
separations which Impress one 
with the lack of business acumen 
among the intelligentsia. Ap- 
parently love was not involved in 
it. for both the Madame and To- 
bin were of the cool-eyed, calcu- 


lating type who kept their part- 
nership on an even emotional 
keel. It could hardly have been 
scandal, since Tobin in amours 
was a gravely discreet youth and 
the Madame was accentuating her 
virtue at this time almost to 
primness, 

There was nothing to disagree 
about, in short, but the division 
of the spoils, and so Nevada City 
cherished for a great many years, 
without any evidence for it except 
the processes of elimination, the 
belief that this is what broke up 
the partnership. 


HERE was a slight falling 
off in the mining prosper- 
ity -of. the district toward 
the end of 1855 and possibly also 
in the population. Tobin, the leg- 
end claims, insisted on a higher 
pro-rata share of the proceeds, 
which would have required the 
Madame to reduce hers and in ef- 
fect accept a position as merely 
a Kind of star employe in the es- 
tablishment which she was fa- 
mous as founding. Naturally, such 
arrangments were intolerable to 
Gallic commercialism and pride of 
enterprise and Mr. Tobin retired 
from the firm with a good deal of 
unpleasant billingsgate sticking 
in his ears. Nevertheless his share 
of the profits constituted a stake 
large enough to take him back to 
New York, and to establish a To- 
bin gambling house in that toler- 
ant city, where, after operating 
on Civil War profiteers and sue- 
cessful politicians of the Fernan- 
do Wood and early Tweed rings, 
the canny David died in 1865, 
leaving an impressive fortune. 

In the Madame, however, the 
change produced a new restless- 
ness. By taking Nevada City at 
the full tide of its prosperity, she 
had made more money than the 
French girls who were wine-room 
and restaurant helpers and cour- 
tesans back in San Francisco 
would make in twenty years. Ne- 
vada City seemed to be going into 
a deciine but if she caught other 
camps on the rise and played 
them while the pay dirt was good, 
could she not double her money, 
triple it, multiply it even into one 
of the great California fortunes? 
So, early in 1856 the Madame get 
out on her travels. They were to 
last twenty-three years. 

She tried the northern Califor- 
nia camps first. But bucking the 
goOld-rush towns was different 
from settling in an established, 
conservative § and, comparatively 
speaking, aristocratic little county 
seat like Nevada City. Drunken- 
ness, any attempt at indecency 
or even incivility in the Madame’s 
place at Nevada City, would have 
been quickly repelled by all her

Once we catch 
a glimpse of her 
flashing out 
against it all at 
Pioche in the 
late "50s.

This Gallic ridicule addressed 
with appealing sleeve-pluckings 
to the wWngleaders sobered and 
disarmed them and they departed 
after an orderly exchange of 
drink courtesies. But hardly al- 
ways could tact have been so 
successful. In other and possibly 
more rowdy camps there were dis- 
turbances in Madame’s place 
which could not be quelled. There 
were indignities. Hardly a cen- 
sorious soul to begin with, loving 
crowds of men and their antics, 
the Madame was not always on 
her guard. She had, for instance, 
in Nevada City stuck to her tem- 
perate wine drinking. But the 
crowds of men went in for the 
neat consumption of whiskey and 
brandies almost as a ritual of 
their vitality and maleness. The 
Madame, to show that she was a 
sport, would go with them. 

More than once ,the Madame 
was a little dull in her play, a 
little boisterous, a little careless 
in her once immaculately edifving 


repartee. There may at times 
have been knock-out drops, for 
the rival gamblers 


in the worst camps 
were capable of it. 
At any rate, the life 
was, while free and 
in a sense a little 
heroic, coarsening 
and degrading in 
most of {ts constant 
associations. And it 
is possible, too, that 
the earlier attitude 
of extreme propri- 
ety was a pose only, 
adopted by the Ma- 
dame after years 
of sophistication in 
the San Francisco 
tenderloin had sug-

In the summer of 1921 when 
Roosévelt, a strong and vigor- 
ous man, was beginning to excite 
the hopes of the flagging Demo- 
cratic party as a Presidential pos- 
sibility, an epidemic of infantile 
paralysis swept New York and his 
admirers were stunned to hear 
that he had been stricken. His 
political hopes seemed forever 
blasted. 


E WAS ill for three weeks 
H and during those three 

weeks he was transformed 
from a sta)wart man in the prime 
of life to an almost helpless crip- 
pie. The disease had paralyzed 
both legs and specialists feared 
his affliction would be permanent. 
Confronted by life in a wheel 
chair, he turned his attention to

Less than an 
hour later, MacFarlane finished 
his formal interview with the po- 
lice authorities and inherited the 
Job. He wanted it, knew the run 
Of the house. This was the Ma- 
dame's viewpoint; therefore he 
Ought to have it. Twelve years 
later she was still able to laugh 
at the remembrance with Gascon 
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eynicism. It cost her a hundred 
dollars to get MacFarlane out of 
his difficulties, she admitted, and 
this was very triste, because 
‘‘Meestaire MacFarlane’ proved 
not to be worth it. 

Nevada claimed her again for 
a hectic summer, and some time 
in the late '60s she seems to have 
followed the construction camps 
of the Union Pacific through 
Wyoming. Somewhere in this 
period her northern California 
admirers heard, and apparently 
believed, the report that she had 
amassed a fortune, bought a 
farm, settled it upon a scamp of 
a husband who promptly sold the 
real estate while absconding with 
the cash. Her generous side might 
have been capable of it, but place 
names and documentary proofs 
are lacking and her French com- 
mercial guile is certainly against 
it. 

In any case, she was in Chey- 
enne in its great days, in the mid- 
dle ‘70s, when Wild Bill stalked 
the streets, the bridegroom of 
Madame Lake-Hickok of the cir- 
cus, and when the clans gathered 
for the Black Hillis rush.

Meanwhile, in 
‘77, Eureka, Nevada, was cheered 
with her presence, where in a 
two-story edifice of some magnifi- 
cence she received guests, jew- 
elry and a huge gold brooch

It could hardly have been 
love, for the Madame was im- 
munized to its more disturbing 
temptations and disappointments 
by habit of mind and long exper- 
fence. It could hardly have been 
liquor, though the Bodie brews 
were vicious and pientiful above 
average. The Madame knew 
these toxing too well to be bowled 
over by the emotional depres- 
sions of a chance hang-over.

N DESPERATE endeavor to 
] ouratei her neighbors in the 

preparation for another possi- 
ble war, Red Russia, it is author- 
itatively reported here, has tight- 
ened up her compulsory military- 
service law to include her entire 
population—women and girls as 
well as men. 

Recently a news photographer 
was able to smuggle from Mos- 
cow a series of pictures which are 
reproduced on this page and 
which speak for themsélves, show- 
ing graphically how girls are be- 
ing trained in the art of killing 
and indicating that, in event of 
another conflict, Russia will be 
represented by more than one 
‘Battalion of Death.” 

Both boys and girls, it is stated, 
are compelled to take daily les- 
sons in the technique of dealing 
death to hostile forces. It makes 
no difference what their walk in 
life may be or whether they are 
taken to the drill field and the 
machine-gun range from schools 
or factories. They are taken and 
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the disease. The first is the re- 
search atep, the effort that is be- 
ing made today to isolate the 
germ. The second is treatment 
during the ordinary course of the 
(disease—the first month or two 
linmediately following the attack.

sis in 1921," the Govy- 
ernor continued, ‘‘when I re- 
alized that I had survived an 
attack of it. I soon learned from 
a doctor that if a patient 
takes the right kind of exer- 
cise his muscles will improve. 
Then in the spring of 1924 I had 
a talk with Dr. Robert S. Lovett 
of Boston, who knew more about 
the disease than anyone else at 
that time. He said his patients 
seemed to recover more quickly 
by swimming and exercising in 
the water. The water takes the 
weight off the muscles, he ex- 
plained, and the patient can ex- 
ercise much more freely and for 
amuch longer time without strain 
than he can in the air. 

“About two months later I 
received a letter froni George 
Foster Peabody, who came orig- 
inally from Columbus, Ga. He had 
just bought a very old down-at- 
the-heels Georgia summer resort, 
called Warm Springs, which had 
little to commend it except that it 
had an elevation of about 1,000 
feet, a good all-year-around cli- 
mate and the largest warm spring 
east of the Rocky Mountaina. 

‘Mr. Peabody wrote me to tell 
me of the case of a local boy who 
had gone there. He had infantile 
paralysis and the doctor had said 
he would never walk again. There 
was no doctor at Warm Springs, 
but they put him into the pool 
there. Without any particular as 
sistance he kicked around. At the 
end of one summer he was able 
to stand up in the water. The 
second summer he was able to 
stand up with braces on dry land. 
At the end of the third summer 
he got rid of his braces. At the

end of the fourth summer he came 
back to New York City and took 
a jobd as draftsman, and ne ita still 
here, getting about every day to 
his business and walking with 
only one cane. 

“IT went down there myself and 
tried it out. When I went I was 
able to walk only with the great- 
est difficulty with braces and 
crutches. I stayed six weeks and 
gained more in that time than I 
had in the previous three years. 

“I got in touch with a number 
of orthopedic surgeons, and in 
1926 experimental periods were 
conducted under the direction of 
Dr. Leroy W. Hubbard, New York 
orthopedic surgeon, and his direct- 
or of nurses, Miss Helena T. Ma- 
honey. Twenty-five patients were 
there. 


“They made such astounding 
progress that we decided to create 
a permanent organization. We 
organizei the Georgia Warm 
Springs Foundation as a non-prof- 
it-taking corporation, with a 
representative Board of Trustees.’ 


HE foundation now has 

1200 acres surrounding the 

spring. It has built two new 
pools and has remodeled the hotel! 
and cottages. Under Dr. Hubbard 
{ft has a staff of eight physiothe- 
rapists. Governor Roosevelt says 
it is operating at capacity with 
about 82 patients and has a lions 
waiting list. It is not a charitnaole 
undertaking, but is operated at 
actual cost. However, a Patients’ 
Aid Fund has been created and 
through it some patients receive 
help in paying their share of the 
cost, which is about $42 a week, 
including everything. 

“We are actually making not 
what you would call cures,’ the 
Governor explained, ‘“‘but suffi- 
cient improvement in the patients 
to enable them to function in 
life.”’ 

The last part of the task is to 
give patients training in occupa- 
tions which do not require too 
much moving around.
